Aim at $300,000,000 Reduction. 


The task which the White House, 
Treasury and Budget Bureau now an- 
nounces it is assuming is to reduce as 
quickly as may be annual expenditures 
by at least $300,000,000. The Treasury. 
hopes that within another year it may 
be possible to reduce the principal of 
the public debt-to such an extent that 
the interest payments of the Govern- 
ment on this debt will be cut down by 
at least $60,000,000. Congress and the 

“various executive and miscellaneous de- 
partments must find the way to cut an- 
other $240,000,000 off the annual expense 
bill. 

It is now believed that the budget sur- 
plug at the end of the present fiscal year 
will considerably exceed the earlier esti- 
mate of about: $68,000,000 and may go 
well over $100,000,000.

BERLIN, May 6.—The Socialists threw 
a political bombshell tonight when they 
suddenly protested the election of Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg to the German 
Presidency and demanded that it be de- 
eclared null and void. They declared 
that in many cases there were such glar- 
ing irregularities in the balloting as to 
cast grave doubts on the validity of the 
election. 

Moreover, Germany’s best known Re- 
publican organization, the Reichsbanner 
Schwarz-Rot-Gold, numbering hundreds 
of thousands of members, announces 
that it will not join in welcoming the 
President-elect to Berlin next Monday. 

In a manifesto issued today, Otto 
Hoersing of Magdeburg, leader of the 
organization, says the latter does not 
wish to give the impression, especially 
to foreign countries, that German Re- 
publicans stand beside the Monarchists 
in supporting von Hindenburg. 

The Socialist protest will confront the 
electoral investigation committee when 
it meets the day after tomorrow. It 
was thought that this meeting would be 
purely perfunctory and simply confirm 
von Hindenburg’s election, but now the 
committee will have its work cut out for 
it with a vengeance. 

The Socialists insist that the fact that 
von Hindenburg’s formal oath-taking-is 
set for next Monday must not affect 
their protest. Were it otherwise, they 
say, it would amount to bringing out- 
rageous pressure to bear in order to as- 
sure von Hindenburg’s being declared 
elected irrespective of whether or not

Mayor Hylan ordered yesterday that

park defenders demanded. 





Mayor Hylan’s intervention in the 
park controversy yesterday was the 
fourth of its kind. He ordered trenches 
to be dug in Central Park in wartime 
to aid a war “drive,” in spite of all 
opposition. He ordered full speed ahead 
with plans for the war memorial in 
Central Park and ordered immediate 
action toward taking over an acreage in 
Central Park for the music and art cen- 
tre. Each time, however, as strong op- 
position developed, the Mayor abandoned |

Charge Intimidation of Voters. 

The Socialists assert that in many dis- 
tricts, especially rural ones, undue in- 
fluence was exercised on the voters by 
the Right bloc in order to, assure von 
Hindenburg’s triumph over Dr. Marx. 
These irregularities, they say, are such 
as have led before in Germany to declar- 
ing elections invalid. 

In the rural districts, according to 
them, the anti-Republican elements re- 
sumed the ruthless overawing of voters 
which they had not dared to use during 
the first years after the armistice, the 
candidacy of von Hindenburg having in- 
spired them throughout with the old-time 
audacity. The Socialists assert, for in- 
stance, that frequently the ballots were 
transparent, which is against the law. 
Unscrupulous directors of local elections 
could refuse to count the ballots for 
Marx, being able to read his name 
through the transparent paper. 

This sort of unscrupulous tactics ma- 
terially increasing yon Hindenburg’s 
vote is said by the Sociatists to have 
been practiced in many districts, notably 
Bremen, Madgeburg, Brunswick, Thu- 
ringia, Bavaria and Saxony. They de- 
mand that the vote be held again wher: 
ever transparent ballots were used at 
the election of April 26. They also 


charge that though only red ballots | 


were to be used at the election many 
white ones were turned in ‘by voters and 
counted. 

In one district, it is asserted, the elec- 
tion director, a man with strong pro- 
Hindenburg sympathies, sent"?to the 
houses of voters ballots already marked 
with a cross opposite von Hindenbureg’s 
name, which amounted to deliberate 
coercion of these voters to vote for the 
Field Marshal. The Socialists also make 
public a proclamation issued at Goldap, 
in the Junker districts of East Prussia, 
by a local governmental official which 
they charge was a deliberate attempt to 
coerce voters into voting for von Hinden- 
burg by threatening them with cancella- 
tion of their hunting privileges. 

The Socialists allege that the irregu- 
larities adduced by them are only a 
small part of all those occurring last 
month whereby voters were influenced 
to vote for von Hindenburg or ballots 
were wrongfully credited to him.

Sixty per cent. of the army airplanes 
Gre obsolete or unserviceable and lacked 
the cruising radius to pick up the 
“Blue” invading fleet far enough at sea 
to warn the ‘‘Black’’ commander of its 
approach.

CAMPBELL GETS 2 YEARS. 


Montana Oil Man Convicted of 
Using Malls to Defraud.

GREAT FALLS, Mont., May 6,—Gor- 
don Campbell, finder of the Kevin-Sun- 
burst oil field and a picturesque figure 
in the petroleum industry, who was 
indicted with Senator Wheeler by a 
District of Columbla Grand Jury on a 
charge of conspiracy, was senteced to 
two years at hard labor at Leavenworth 
by Judge George M. Bourquin this 
morning, when a jury in Federal court 
here found him guilty of using the mails 
to defraud in connection with the pro- 
motion of an oil syndicate three years 
ago. A fine of $1,000 was also imposed. 

The verdict and sentence came with a 
suddenness that left the Montana oil 
men dumfounded. Steps were imme- 
diately taken by Campbell's friends to 
raise a defense fund to carry the fight 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals. Six 
days were granted in which to perfect 
a writ of error. 

The jury found Campbell guiky of the 
charge of using an artifice to defraud in 


promoting an oil syndicate in 1922 and 
that the mails had been used to carry 
out the scheme. 

Senator Wheeler, who was acquitted 
in the same court ten days ago on a 
charge of having wrongfully represent- 
ed Campbell before the Interior Depart- 
ment, left Great Falls a short time be- 
fore the verdict was brought in.

Encounter Force of Seasoned 
Riffian Troops Trained by - 
European War Veterans. 


STORM TAOUNAT HEIGHTS 


Tribesmen Driven From Trenches 
in Fortified Position, but 
Counter-Attack.

PARIS, May 6.—The defensive methods 
of ‘the great war are being employed 
by the Riffians in order to retain the 
strategic points they occupy within the 
French zone, at a few spots along the 
frontier, indicating the presence among 
them of officers or advisers of unknown 
nationalit, nut who have certainly had 
experience in European warfare. * 

General Colombat’s reconnoltering ex- 
peditions into the Bibane range today 
indicated that it has been strongly for- 
tified with several lines of trenches at 
different levels along the slopes, es- 
pecially in the neighborhood of Binane 
village and wood. The advance guards 


after inspecting these defenses returned 
according to instructions without seek- 
ing battle. No armed clashes occurred 
in this western sector today. 

In the centre, however, a great battle 
raged, beginning early this morning. 
Colonel Freydenburg finding the Taou- 
nat Heights occupied and being en- 
trenched by the enemy forces, ordered 
an immediate attack from two_ sides. 
The French infantry climbed slopes— 
which were dotted with small trees and 
occasional shrubs and were very rocky— 
with successive dashes, one section fir- 
ing while another advanced to a new 
vantage point. Thus coming in contact 
with the enemy, a charge took the 
French troops onto a plateau where 
hand-to-hand conflicts: occurred. 


Moors Driven From Positions. 


The Moors were driven out of all posi- 
tions and despite violent counter-attacks 
were unable to regain the position. 
When night’ came the Riffians ceased 
firing and remained hidden behind boul- 
ders on the northern slope, while the 
French organized the position and re- 
moved the dead and wounded, which 
were mostly enemy, and many prisoners. 

Several thousand Riffians were en- 
gaged in the battle, partly regulars and 
partly tribes from the Spanish side of 
the border. This victory occurred at a 
point ofthe salient north of Zrabka, 
where the enemy was farthest south 
and appears to have demoralized the 
non-regular -elements opposing’ the 
French. 

Other units of Colonel Freydenburg’s 
group sent patrols into various villages 
in the Taounat region, where complete 
order reigns, while in the upper Leben 
Valley native tribes repulsed unassisted 
several attacks by Riffian harkas. 

In the eastern sector, where Colonel 
Cambay won a battle yesterday, the en- 
emy gave no sigus of life today and is 
apparently losing some of the religious 
fervor which brought the Riffians 
swarming south Into the French zone. 

It is impossible to estimate the losses 
of either side correcty, as the operations 
extend over 150 kilometers, with poor 
communications, but it is reported that 
there are 25,000 French troops opposing 
20,000 Moors, who, although provided 
with mountain artillery and some ma- 
chine guns, have not the full technical 
troops the French are bringing into 
action.

French Losses Called Considerable. 


RABAT, French Morocco, May 6 (A. 
P.).—An official communique today re- 
ports a fierce fight between French and 
Riffian troops in which the French re- 
pulsed vdolent counterattacks, killed 


“many of the enemy,’ and took some 
prisoners, 

Dispatches from the interior, recelved 
here after the official communique was 
issued, said the French forces had se- 
rious difficulties today and suffered 
considerable losses. The messages 
added that the columns of both General 
Colombat and. Colonel Freydenburg 
were meeting with the stoutest resist- 
ance by the tribesmen who were led by 
experienced soldiers, skilled in the art 
of digging trenches and fortifying and 
a positions. 

The communiqué says that General 
Colombat's forces found a strongly or- 
ganized enemy position, with approaches 
and near-by woods strongly fortified and 
entrenched. However, the French troops 
took this position without fighting, ac- 
cording to the announcement. 

In the centre section Colonel Freyden- 
burg’s troops carried the heights of 
Taounat after a fierce fight and violent 
counter-attacks by the tribesmen, which 
the French repelled. In addition to the 
regular force of Riffians several thou- 
sand men from tribes along the French 
line fought against’ the French in this 
engagement. 

‘“‘Many enemy corpses were left on the

The contract covering this sec- 
ond project was made between the Uni- 
ted States and the Pan-Americay Com- 
pany Dec. 11, 1922, and provided for 
the construction, at cost to the company, 
of seventeen fuel oil tanks having a 
capacity of 150,000 barrels each, two 
80,000-barrel tanks, nine 225,000-gallon 
geormee tanks and fifty-six 25,000-gal- 
on lubricating ofl tanks. All of these 
tanks were especially designed 
standard construction.

COOLIDGE, USED IN FILM, 
ORDERS AN INQUIRY 


Hears De Forest Company Is 
Using Campaign Picture for 
Stock Exploitation. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—When Presi- 
dent Coolidge was told today of news- 
paper stories that his name was being 
used in selling stock of the DeForest 
Phonofilm Corporation in New York, he 
took immediate action. He directed the 


Department of Justice to begin an in- 
vestigation at once. 

Beyond —- known the action 
taken by the resident, the White 
House declined to comment on the sub- 
ject other than to explain that the use 
of a film depicting President Coolidge 
by stock salesmen in their alleged 
“sales talk’’ was not permitted for any 
such purpose. 

According to information obtained at 
the White House, this film was taken 
last Summer in the early part of the 
national political campafgn, with the 
understanding that it was to be used 
exclusively for campati purposes. 

Dr. Lee De Forest, inventor of what 
he terms the phonofilm, was personally 
in charge of the picture-taking and 
recording of the political speech de- 
livered by the President to accompany 
the film. The rear grounds of the White 
House were the setting for this novel 
campaign féature. The understanding 
was, it was explained, that the film, 
with the accompanying speech, was to 
be distributed throughout the country. 

The invention was then in something 
of an experimental stage, according to 
the explanatory film, ntimates of the 
President said that so far as they knew, 
the film was never released, and in the 
activities of the ejection its existence 
was entirely forgotten.

Forest and made a speech to be re- 
produced with the film.

TO SEND PHOTOS HERE 
FROM HAWAII BY RADIO 


War Department’s Pictures of 
Manoeuvres Will Test New 
Transmission T oday. 


The War Department, by arrangement 
with the Radio Corporation of America, 
will attempt to radio pictures bearing 
on the Hawailan war games from Hono- 
lulu to New York, beginning at 11 
o’clock this morning. The distance is 
more than 5,000 miles. 

Pictures taken in Hawaii during the 
games will be adjusted to a portable 
transmitting apparatus which has been 
sent there. The light and shadow of 
the pictures. will be transmitted -first 
into a point of light of varying inten- 
sity, then into current of varying. in- 
tensity, and then into radio signals; 
back into current, once again into radio 
signals; back into current, and once 
more back into the light of varying in- 
tensity. This process is expected to 
reproduce the photograph in the offices | 
of the Radio Corporation here. 

The reason for all the changes from 
current to radio and back again is that 
the signals are transmitted twice by 
radio and three times by telegraph in 
their course from Hawali to New York. 


The first lap is by wire from the pic- 
ture transmitting apparatus to the 


broadcasting station in Hawaii. The 
second lap is by radio to the receiving 
station in California. The third is by 
wire for about twenty miles to the 
broadcasting station at Bolinas, near 
San Francisco Bay. Thence the pic-

Lovely Diana, goddess of the chase, 
the lady in bronze about whose graceful 
form such a storm of reproof burst when 
she was raised to her pedestal above 
Madison Square Garden many years ago, 
was lifted down almost reverently yes- 
terday. With her light and delicate out- 


line silhouetted against the sky, she 
swung slowly earthward from the top 
of the tower. Not even the slings and 
ropes of wreckers could detract from her 
beauty. 

“I had no idea how lovely she was,” 
eaid Cass Gilbert, the architect, as 
Diana came slowly down into the nearer 
vision of those who had admired her at 
a distance for many years. ‘‘What a 
beautiful face! There is something wist- 
ful about her eyes.’’ 

Indeed, there seemed to be. As the 
figure turned slightly and the arrow 
of her bow traversed the skyline she 
had watched for so many years, it was 
no strain upon the imagination to be- 
lieve that Diana was regretful at leaving 
her home in the square. 

“T almost regret letting her go,’’ said 
Darwin P. Kingsley, President of the 
New York Life Insurance Company, who 
with Mrs, Kingsley watched the goddess 
descend. “I would like to put her on 
our own building.’’ 

It was slow and careful work, lifting 
Diana from her pedestal and swinging 
/her to the roof. A number of persons 
interested in the goddess had gathered 
there, including Chancellor Elmer Ells- 
worth Brown of New York University, 
where she will find a new home; Fiske 
Kimball, architect of the university; 
Walter R. Addicks, Tex Rickard and 
Lawrence White, ~ son of Stanford 
White, the architect who designed the 
Garden.

They seemed 
to have been made by rather heavy 
blows, as if a large bird, flying fast, 
had struck the thin copper and bent it 
in. The statue was made very light for 
its size so that it might turn easily in 
the wind.

GOVERNOR UPHOLDS 
BARNYARD DUELS 


Blaine Vetoes Wisconsin Law on 
Animal Fights—Michigan Ex- 
ecative Bars Poet Laureate. 


MADISON, Wis., May 6.—Governor 
John J. Blaine came to the defense of 
owners of barnyard roosters and family 
eats and dogs when he vetoed a Dill 
which would have provided penalties 
for any one permitting birds or animals 
to fight. The bill was primarily in- 
tended to end the holding of rodeos. 

“The backers of this bill must be en- 
tirely unfamiliar with the barnyard,"’ 
Governor Blaine declared. 

“Under its provisions a farmer who 
raises roosters—they may not be game 
cocks, they may be only single cemb 
white Wyandottes and probably another 
brood of black Minorcas—is punishable 
by fine and imprisonment if he permits 
the roosters to engage in their lifelong 
struggle. 

“The innocent ownerof midnight prowl- 
ing cats not only is to be annoyed by 


their wails, but if he knows they are 
fighting and pres the fight to go on, 
he may be fined and thrown into jail 
unless he has the temerity to pile out 
of bed and stop it. 

“And if the nelghbor’s dog chases 
another’s cat, and they bite and claw 
each other, both neighbors can be fined 
and imprisoned if they permit the fight- 
ing to continue. 

“This bill creates another new sin, an 
unenforceable law.’’

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Admiral Says Germany Would 
Have Won If He Had Not 
Foiled Secretary Daniels. 


ENABLED NAVY TO PREPARE 


Victory Due to Army and Navy Of- 
ficers, Achleved Despite Wilson, 
He Maintains. 


Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, re- 
tired, in a speech at the annua! dinner 
of the New Jersey State Chamber of 
Commerce last night at the Robert Treat 
Hotel, -Newark, said that Germany 
would have won the war if he had not 
carried on his propaganda for prepared- 
ness in the early days of the Wilson Ad- 
ministration. He attacked President 
Wilson and Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
fels for pacifism, and said he was forced 
to resign as the Secretary’s aid for 
operations because he opposed them. 
Calling pacifism a national peril today, 
he said the navy was still unprepared 
for war. 

“The Fragile Body of Our National 
Security” was the title of Admiral 
Fiske’s address. He recalled that he 
was Aid for Operations of the navy in 
March, .1913, when the Wilson Adminis- 
tration took office. Admiral Fiske 


charged that Secretary Daniels was a 
pacifist, unacquainted with naval af- 
fairs, was unable to see the navy as @ 
whole, tried to attend to all details him- 
self, and broke up the naval aid system 
established by Secretary Meyer to co- 
ordinate the work of the bureaus. 

“By the time the World War broke 
out in Europe,”’ said the Admiral, ‘‘Mr. 
Daniels had made our navy unmanage- 
able for the purposes of war.” 

During the two years and three months 
he was Aid for Operations, Admiral 
Fiske went on, he was unable to induce 
Secretary Daniels to put into effect the 
Administrative plan previously drawn 
up by the General Board to co-ordinate 
preparedness work. 

After Secretary Daniels issued his an- 
nual report, and testified before the 
House Committee late in 1914 that the 
navy was prepared for war, Admiral 
Fiske said, he succeeded ‘‘through the 
agency of Representative Hobson and 
without the knowledge of Mr. Daniels, 
in being called before the committee, 
where. he contradicted Secretary Dan- 
lels’s testimony. | 

“My testimony aroused attention 
throughout the country,’’ he continued. 
“The result was that the appropriations 
made at that session were much greater 
than.Mr. Dauniels had asked for. The 
preparedness movement began at that 
time, but Mr. Wilson was able to keep 
it down until the middle of 1916. 

“By January, 1915, the lack of any 
Administrative plan, the insistence of 
Mr. Daniels on attending to details and 
his positive refusal to permit any move 
to prepare for war had reduced the navy 
to a wholly ineffective state. 

“So I induced Representative Hobson 
to have a provision introduced into the 
Navy Appropriation bill changing the 
Title of Aid for Operations to Chief of 
Naval Operations, giving him consider- 
able power and legalizing the office. 
This I did secretly, in defiance of all 
military procedure and against the law 
of Congress; for it was distinctly 
against the law for any army or navy 
officer to attempt to influence legisla- 
tion, except in carrying out orders from 
the Secretary.”’ 

After he was forced to resign as Aid 
for Operations, the Admiral added, his 
successor induced Secretary Daniels to 
sign the Administrative plan. 

“The result was that when it became 
necessary for the navy to get the army 
across the ocean, the navy was able to 
do so,”’ the Admiral continued. ‘‘As you 
know, the situation in the middle of 
1918 was well expressed by Lloyd George 
when he sald, ‘It is a race between Hin- 
denburg and Wilson.’ The race was won, 
in a certain sense, by Wilson; but it 
was won fundamentally by a few navy 
and army officers, who had got the 
navy ready, and then the army, in spite 
of Wilson. The navy got the army over 
there ‘just In the nick of time.’ 

‘“‘Had there been any delay whatever, 
had the navy’s work been even a little 
less efficient, our army would have ar- 
rived in France too late, and the war 
would have been won by Germany.”’ 


SIFT CHILDREN’S BONES 
IN URNS AT CARTHAGE 


Women Undertake the Delicate 
Task of Sorting Incinerated 
Fragments.

CARTHAGE, May 6.—To feminine fin- 
gers has been entrusted the delicate 
work now begun of sifting the contents 
of the urns found at the Franco-Amer- 
ican expedition’s excavations of, the 
sanctuary of Tanit and the picking out 
for later study of the incinerated bones 
of children placed there more than 2,000 
years ago, probably by Carthaginian 
mothers who sacrificed their offspring 
to this Punic goddess. 

This preliminary field examination of 
the urns is being carried out under the 
direction of Professor Francis W. Kel- 
sey, general director of the excavations, 
chiefly by three American women grad- 
uates of the University of Michigan, Dr. 
Orma Butler and Miss Nita L. Butler, 
research fellows of the University of 


Michigan, and Miss Julia E. Brittan, 
who is studying archaeology at the 
American Academy in Rome, with Mrs. 
Kelsey assisting. 

The first six urns which they have 
searched reveal gruesome evidence of 
the extent to Which the Carthaginians, 
for all their deeply rooted interest in 
worldly affairs and business, carried 
out their religious devotions. Each urn 
has been found to contain a heaping 
double handful of fragments of bones, 
those of infant children. 

None of the fra ents of bones is 
more than two inches long, but some 
of them are distinctive enough to be 
identified as belonging to the skull or 
other parts of the human _ skeleton. 
Mixed with them also are some bones 
apparent! belonging to birds, but 
nothing else, save a solitary bead, was 
in one of them. 

The entire contents of each urn is be- 
ing saved, and the bones, roughly sep- 
arated according to size, are put for 
safe keeping in boxes of earth after the 
sifting, being preserved for laboratory 
analysis to ascertain the contents. 

More than 1,200 of these urns, most of 
them intact and filled with the orig- 
inal contents, have been found during 
this season's excavation in the Tanit 
area. Hitherto they have not been 
opened because the earth which has fil- 
tered through them was so moist that 
they had to be left to dry. 

It is believed that enough urns are 
now on hand to show some much- 
needed light on theo bscure subject of 
Punic Hfe and customs when the con- 
tents of each of them has been thor- 
oughly examined and classified by ex- 
perts. Tnis information is so badly 
needed in order to carry on the excava- 
tions properly that no more urns, save 
a few from the lowest level, will be 
taken out of the sanctuary, where the 
work will be closed down for the season 
in ten days. '

Protect Its Creditors. 


SAID TO BE AMPLY SOLVENT 


Concern’s Inability - to- Give Loan 


Security Laid to Restrictive 


Clauses of Its Charter. 


Receivers were appointed yesterday by 
Federal Judge Goddard for the Ameri- 


can Sumatra Tobacco Company, a con- 
cern with an authorized capital of $17,- 
000,000, in an equity action instituted 


by Harding, Tilton & Co., a creditor 
with a claim of $14,400.43. It was sald 
that the proceeding was friendly, that 
its purpose was tu effect a reorganiza- 
tion and that tre company was ‘‘amply 
| solvent.’’. The receivers appointed are 
| former Federal Judge Julius M, Mayer, 
Robert H. Gay and George W. Spitzner. 
Mr. Mayer. it was stated, had been 
chosen becavse of his wide experience 
in the financial reorganization of com- 
panies. 

The company owns tobacco planta- 
tions in Georgia, Florida, Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, and has been doing an 
annual business of $12,000,000 in produc- 

| ing wrappers and a smaller amount of 
fillers for cigars. It was pointed out 
| that one of the most pressing require- 
ments was to meet the cost of planting 
| and harvesting the coming crop in New 
| England, and that for this purpose alone 
$600,000 would be needed, In the com- 
plaint appears the usual statement as 
to threatened suits that would injure the 
company and its creditors, along with 
the statement that certain of the credi- 
tors were about to press their claims 
through actions in the courts. 

President Explains Action. 

In view of the present disability of 
the company to deal with its, properties 
as a trust fund, so that its creditors 
might be paid, the Court enjoined all 
proceedings on the part of creditors to 
collect through litigation. The following 
statement was Issued by Louis Leopold, 
President of the company, to explain 
the appointment of the receivers: 

“A balance of $2,650,000 _ principal 
amount of the company’s five-year 7144 
oe ae gold notes matures on June 1} 
next. 

“The company is amply solvent, hav- | 
ing practically no _ indebtedness apart 
from these notes and having current 
assets consisting of cash in banks, bills | 
and accounts recelvable and merchan- 
dise inventory at cost, aggregating 
nearly $3,500,000. The fixed assets of 
the company comprise valuabie rea] es- 
tate holdings in various cities and plan- 
tations and equipment in several to- 
bacco-growing States which stand on the 
books at upward of ,000,000. It is 
apparent that there are ample resources 
from which the notes will ultimately be 
paid in full, with interest, leaving a 
substantial basis for reorganization. 

“In spite of the Apparently strong 
current asset position of the company, 
as above indicated, the directors have 
been unable to provide for the payment 
of or to refund the maturing notes, due 
largely to the restrictive provisions in 
the company’s charter. The company 
was incorporated in Georgia in 1910, and 
the charter, among other restrictive pro- 
visions, prevented the giving of any sat- 
isfactory security for a refunding loan 
without the urfanimous consent of the 
preferred stocknolders. 





Consented to Receivership. 


“After having unsuccessfully exhaust- 
ed all efforts to raise sufficient moneys 


to meet or to refund the maturing notes 
due and leaving the company with suf- 
ficient working capital to carry on its 
business, the directors consented to an 
equity receivership as essential in order 
to protect the rights of all interests. It 
is hoped to effect a satisfactory reor- 
ganization of the company which will 
relieve it of its present cumbersome 
charter restrictions and properly finance 
its future operations.’’ 

The Vice President of the company is 
Frank M. Arguimbau and the Secretary 
is Amil Trueb. 

Rumors that the company was expe- 


have been circulated in the financial 
district in the past few months, and 
these reports were chiefly responsible 
for the sharp decline in the securities, 
which are listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange. The common stock yesterday 
sold down to a new low record ‘since 
its listing and the preferred sold to 
within striking distance of the low rec- 
ord for all time.

Patronesses Feel Slighted. | 


The failure of convention officials to} 
distribute cards to some of the American , 
patronesses for the White House tea!

One statement made was that a few | 
women seem to have come to Wash- 
ington under the delusion that the con- 
ference for them was to be largely so- | 
cial and that they would be guests at 
functions given by persons socially 
prominent in Washington, with the 
White House as the ultimate goal.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Colonel Wil- 
filam Mitchell, former Assistant Chief of 


the Army Air Service, who was re- 
cently demoted from the rank of briga- 
dier_general and assigned to the Eighth 
Corps Area in Texas, today character- 
ized as ‘‘bunk” the plan of Secretary 
Wilbur to train every Annapolis class 
to build and operate airplanes. 

“I approve in a general way the Navy 
Department’s plan for an _ aviation 
course at the Annapolis Academy,” said 
Colonel Mitchell. ‘‘Any move that will 
disseminate information about aviation 
will be an aid to national defense and 
is worth while. 

“However, it is all ‘bunk’ to attempt 
to train a whole class, either at West 
Point or Annapolis, and to make avia- 
tors of them. In the 1923 graduating 
class at West Point there were only 
27.3 per cent. physically qualified to 
become aviators. : 

“Il regard the move of the Navy in or- 
dering all midshipmen to be trained in 
aviation as all right as far as it en-| 
courages knowledge of aviation and the 
promotion of the national defense. 

““At the same time it is futile to think 
that every midshipman can qualify as 
an aviator. If less than 30 per cent. 
of West Point cadets are so qualified, 
even after graduation, which follows a 

rocess of weeding out all along the 
ine for four years, what is the common 
gense of requiring all Annapolis mid- 
shipmen to take an aviation course? 
Not more than one-third could be quali- | 
tied.

“As a gesture the Annapolis plan| 
may be all right. I think it is a move} 
against an independent air service, 
which the Navy fears will deprive it 
of its aviation forces. In fact, I be- 
lieve an independent air service wou 
be of inestimable benefit to the Navy. 

“T approve of the theory of adding 
aviation to the curriculum of the Naval |

“The widespread publicity accorded 
the offer and rejection of the Clark col-

WANTS SPEED STREETS 
TO END TRAFFIC TIE-UP 


Dr. Harriss Tells Kiwanians That 
Motoring Should Be Quickened 
to Forty Miles an Hoar. 


*“‘New York has reached the end of 
her tether in the traffic problem,’’ Spe- 
clal Deputy Police Commissioner Dr. 
John A. Harriss, the traffic expert, told 
Kiwanians yesterday at their weekly 
luncheon at the McAlpin. He recom- 
mended immediate construction of ex- 
press streets, along which motor vehi- 
cles would speed at thirty-five or forty 
miles an hour. 

“Some streets already in use could be 
converted into these speed streets,’’ Dr. 
Harriss went on. ‘All that is entailed 
is proper regulation by means of signals. 
The system would work as simply and 
as safely as the express subway train. 

“Diverting streets already in use to 
this purpose is not sufficlent. We need 


| specially designed express traffic routes, 


elevated if necessary, and with spectal 
means of getting pedestrians across.’ 

Dr. Harriss observed that Fifth 
Avenue was to some extent an ‘‘express 
street,”’ in that at certain times of day 
motorists using it are aes to drive at 
High speed to keep from blocking traffic. 

Br. Harriss maintained that the pres- 
ent force of traffic policemen: was in- 
sufficient. ‘‘We have 2,000. We need

Control a Difficult Problem. 


“In preparing the conventiog the 
commission found that efficacious con- 
trol was so difficult to envisage that 
they had to resort to limited zones, 
which infringe on the sovereignty of 
States. Last February, when the coor- 
dination, commission was studying the 
problem of vate manufacture, it 
passed a resolution adjouring until the 
work and results of. the present confer- 
ence could be seen. *- 

“Plainly, it is evident that we are ex- 
pected to prepare the way for this sec- 
ond convention, but even when the con- 
vention which we will prepare is com- 
pleted by a convention on private man- 
ufacture we will have completed only 
a small part of our task. 

“‘From the bottom of my heart I be 
forgiveness for this skepticism regard- 
ing our work before it is completed, but 
in the fight which the League of Na- 
tions has declared on war she is like 
the archangel who knows no rest. As 
quickly as one edifice is completed it 
must commence another, if only to pre- 
vent the first from becoming useless. 

“Whether the control of the traffic in 
arms or the private manufacture of 
arms, it is always the matter of arms. 
It is not a matter of limiting arma- 
ments. Itis a matter of controlling the 
manufacture and commerce. But I fear 
that as efficacious as we make control, 
we won't give great security to the 
world. 

“So long as force regulates thé re- 
lations between nations, each of us, 
by all means within our power, will try 
to be the strongest in provisions against 
the moment when we may have to use 
force. So long as the general atmos- 

here of security does not reign in 

Surope and the entire world, beware of 
any means which we can take to control 
armaments. . 

“Only a general atmosphere of trust 
between nations can permit each to syr- 
render a part of its pride to interna- 
tional control. 

“The reduction of armaments is al- 
ways our goal, We have sought it con- 
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since the war. We believe that 
a ble solution in limiting arma- 
ments is in each nation adhering to the 
covenant.”’ 


Confident Moral Values Will Win. 


It can be quickly perceived, M. Bon- 
cour said, that reduction in armaments 
is not a mathematicial problem. 

“Modern warfare is not merely a mat- 
ter of the number of men, cannons and 
machine guns which a country pos- 
sesses,’’ he continued, ‘‘but also that 
which constitutes the industrial force 
of the country. We have tried elab- 


orate knd various treaties, but each 
proved only the effort to put into effect 
the principles of the covenant. 

“Our efforts were followed by fail- 
ures, but failures will be followed by 
success when we concentrate all the 
moral values on which humanity has 
existed; on substituting for international 
rivalries the notion of the international 
entente, on international force placed at 
the service of all nations under attack 
to the end that these nationg will not 
have to occupy themselves with arma- 
ments, 

“That day when the attacked nations 
can court on the aid of all, when the 
nation that debates an attack under- 
stands that it must face the organized 
force of all, on that day only will there 
be a question of the reduction of arma- 
ments and general disarmament. 

Of thirteen speakers today, only 
France, Germany, Czechoslovakia and 
Abyssinia failed to clamor for sover- 
eign rights, which, if considered, would 
make a convention impossible. Brazil, 
Poland, Sweden, Greece, Serbia, Spain, 
Belgium and Holland spoke of the in- 
justice which the contro] enyv es in 
the draft convention might wo for 
the non-producing nations in baring 
armament. secrets to the world, whereas 
the secrets of the producing nations 
would be guarded. 

Brazil said she could not accept any 
convention which required the sovereign 
Government to ask the permission of 
another Government to purchase arms 
essential to her defense. Greece declared 
that control and publicity would have 
the effect of making of each nation a 
manufacturing nation and thus defeat 
the object of the convention. 

Poland called attenton to the absence 
from the conference of Russia, with 
which she has a common frontier of 
1,500 kilometers, and asked that that 
fact be taken into consideration in dis- 
cussing the convention. Other nations 
spoke principally on the neeessity of 
preserving equality between the sov- 
verign States. ; 

A report published in this morning’s 
papers quoting Senator Borah as advo- 
cating force to collect the French debt 
caused a considerable flurry among the 
delegates and not a little embarrass- 
ment to the nine members of the United 
States delegation. ‘Theodore E. Burton 
refused to discuss the report other than 
to say he was certain there was a mis-

The Assembly also will consider the 
work of the economic and financial or- 
ganizations, including the. reconstruction 
of Austria and Hungary and the work 
of the Greek Refugee Settlement Com- 
mission, the report of the Organization 
on Communications and Transit, the 
Health Organization, the Advisory Com- 
mittee on the Traffic in Opium and 
Dangerous Drugs, the report of the Ad- 
visory Committee on the Traffic in 
Women and Children, including the 
estimate of the appropriations necessary 
for the omens cee waren 
ings, the rt of the Committee on 
Inte jectual ‘Cooperation and the report 
of the jury of architects on the cost and 
site for building.

Borah Says He Was Misunderstood.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—When Sena- 
tor Borah’s attention was called this 
afternoon to a dispatch from Geneva, 
saying he was being quoted by news- 
papers there as saying that only force 
remained if France failed to pay her 
war debts, he stated that he must have 
been misunderstood in an article which 
appeared under his signature Sunday. 
“Of course, if the article had been 
correctly read it could not have _been 
iven such’a meaning,’’ he said. ‘‘What 
f aia say was that domestic tranquillity |! 
and international peace can have no 
foundation other than respect for law 
and the sanctity of obligations and 
treaties. If the most solemn and bind- 
ing obligations are to be disregarded, 
and especially upon matters of mere 
material interest, there is no alternative 
in international affairs but force. There 
will either be a reign of law or a reign 
of violence. Of course these reflections 
are not for France alone. I am speak- 
ing generally—disregard of treaties is 
just as prevalent as disregard of law. 
“This was a generalization,’’ the Sen- 
ator added, ‘‘and obviously did not as- 
sert what was evidently attributed to 
me at Geneva.”’

TO DAWES ON RULES 


Robinson’s Defense of Senate 
_ Procedure Will Be Followed 
by One by Moses.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The on- 
slaught made at Memphis yesterday by 


Senator Robinson, Democratic leader, on 
the proposal of Vree President Dawes to 
change the Senate rules will be slonetx 
followed by another attack.

it {s no secret that Senator Moses 
witt oppose flatly any alteration of the 
rules. He has recently declared that 
the rules do not need changing, that all 
they need is to be properly administered, 
and that if this were done much of the 
complaint about the dilatoriness of the 
Senate -would be brushed aside. 

While the ‘‘new Dawes plan’”’ has at- 
tracted sympathy throughout the coun- 
try, it cannot be said that it has gained 
much headway in the Senate itself, for, 
up to date, apparently fewer than a 
dozen of the ninety-six members have 
rallied to the Dawes banner. Among 
them are Sgnators Sutler, Gillett, Edge, 
Willis, Fess and Capper, Republicans, 
and Senator Underwood. Democrat. 

Although their statements do not com- 
mit them precisely to the reforms urged 
by the Vice President, they do favor 
changes from the present procedure. 

Senators Hale, Oddie and Goff, Re- 
publicans, indicated sympathy with the 
Dawes ideas when the Vice President 
made his sensational speech on March 4. 

Conservatives who have been studying 


the situation here say that there are not | 
more than twenty-five to thirty mem- | 
bers of the Senate who will be willing | 


to support Mr. Dawes, unless 
that body meets in December, such pop- 
ular sentiment in favor of a reform its 
aroused that the pressure will be too 
great to withstand.

and management. 

The Van Sweringens, by undertaking 
the project of putting the Nickel Plate, 
Chesapeake & Ohio.

He ‘“‘presumed the warm and 
mellow hand of providence that looks 
after widows and orphans would take 
care of these minorities.”’ 

The story of what has been done td

Plate. 

The accounting costs of the proposed

‘‘We should anticipate any future dem- 
onstrations. We should adopt.a definite 
policy toward this practice of using the 
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red torch as the symbol of what is a 
semi-revolutionary movement. As it is 
all we have been able to do is to pro- 
test, and advertising agencies have said 
that they did not know that. the flaming 
torch printed in red was the symbol of 
revolutionary activity.” 

Mr. Hyman also referred to the 
crossed sickle and hammer symbol of 
the Workers‘ Party, which, he de- 
clared, was that of the Russian So- 
cialist republic. This symbol was used 
on the pink sample ballots at the elec- 
tion last Fall, and, Mr. Hyman said, led 
to a letter being sent from Russia to 
the Workers’ Party congratulating it 
upon having obtained official recogni- 
tion of ‘‘the cause.”’ 

Judge Robert L. Luce, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the societies, 
presented the resolution, which  in- 
structed a committee to be appointed 
by Dwight Braman, the President, to 
protest to all advertising agencies 
against the use of the red torch on ad- 
vertisements of workers’ meetings.

Ban’on Sale of Fuel as Dangerous 
to Health Advocated by Cor- 
nell Professor. 


Dr. H. C. Parmelee, editor of Chemical 
and Metallurgical Engineering, appealed 
to the chemical industry yesterday to 
demand fair play for ethyl, or leaded, 
gasoline, which is under attack as a 


“menace to health. 

‘““The chemical industry,” said «Dr. 
Parmelee, ‘‘can scarcely afford to sit 
fdly by and view with equanimity the 
casual manner in which the fortunes of 
one of its branches have been rudely 
thrown-into the balance by the hysteria 
of a newspaper and a physiologist. 
Whatever the merits or demerits of 
tetraethyl] lead and ethylized gasoline, 
the products should not be summarily 
condemned as a menace to health, nor 
should the manufacturers be pilloried as 
inconsiderate profiteers, without a thor- 
oughgoing investigation. 

“The research and development that 
produced tetraethyl lead were conceived 
in a fine. spirit of industrial progress 
looking toward the conservation of gaso- 
ine and increased efficiency of internal 
combustion motors. The business was 
no fly-by-night venture, and its known 
hazards were safeguarded to the best of 
human ingenuity and ability. Its cas- 
ualties were negligible compared to. hu- 
man sacrifice in the development of 
many other industrial enterprises. 

“It is little short of a calamity, there- 
fore, that the train of events of the past 
two months has developed a public con- 
troversy over this product that has been 
characterized by incompetent and hys- 
terical testimony. One can imagine how 
chemical progress in the past might 
have been hampered by a similar cru- 
sade by self-appointed guardians of the 

ublic health. City gas and motor ex- 

aust still claim their victims almost 
daily, but escape the tender ministra- 
tions of the crusader. 

“What is needed in the present situa- 
tion is sanity and judicial consideration, 
and for these elements we must look to 
the conference called in Washington on 
May 20 by Surgeon General Hugh 5S. 
Cumming of the Public Health Service. 
It has been publicly stated that the con- 
ference will include physicians, patholo- 

sts, representatives of the automobile 
ndustry and chemists. We have urged 
General Cumming to recognize the im- 
portance of the last-named group.

SAYS ‘BOOTLEG’ TUBE 
IS NOT ISSUE IN SUIT 


De Forest Company Takes Excep- 
tion to Radio Corporation — 
. Official’s Comments. 


The manufacture of the ‘‘bootleg” 
radio tubes has nothing to do with the 
injunction suit’ brought by the De Forest 
Radio Company against the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, according to a 
statement yesterday of the De Forest 
‘Company. An official of the Radio Cor- 
poration was quoted yesterday in THE 
Times as saying, discussing the suit of 
the De Forest Company to restrain the 
former corporation from spying in its 
plant, that the Radio Corporation had 
considerable difficulty in apprehending 
radio tube bootleggers. and maintained 
a detective system for that purpose. The 
statement of the De Forest Radio Com- 
pany follows: ,

BERLIN, May 6.—After the inaugura- 
tion at Munich yesterday of the new 
German Museum, at which Chancellor 
Luther and other notables were present, 
the Munichers’ festivities continued to- 
day with a dress rehearsal of a festival 
play especially written for the occasion 
by Gerhart Hauptmann.

CARLO TRESCA FREED 
_ FROM ATLANTA PRISON

| ATLANTA, Ga., May 6. — Declaring 
|that international intrigue involving 
| Premier Mussolini and high Italian of- 
| ficilals at Washington had _ placed him 
in the Atlanta penitentiary, Carlo 
Tresca, editor and publisher of Il Mar- 
tello, Italian newspaper of New York, 
| left the prison today, having completed 
a sentenc of four months for mailing 
forbidden matter. 

The editor, in his first interview since 
| his release, reviewed how for more than 
| a dozen years he has waged war on the 

Facisti Party of Italy through his pub- | 
lication and on the lecture platform, | 
and for this reason has been singled out | 
as one of the most formniidable enemies | 
| of that faction in the United States. He 
is now affiliated with the Labor Party 
in Italy. This group is seeking liberty 
in the broad sense of the word, accord- 
ing to his story. | 
“‘When Mussolini came into power sev- | 
eral years ago he and his agents set out 
to crush me,"’ Tresca declared. ‘They | 
have failed, miserably failed. It is true | 
they got me on a petit charge and I 
could not deny it, because I had run a| 
two-line advertisement on birth control | 
in my paper. Other papers ran the

BISHOP’S HOMER ENDS TIE 


Drive Breaks Up Pitching Duel Be- 
tween Harris and Jones—Hug- 
gins’s Teary Goes West.

Now that Madison Square Garden has 
been tossed into the discard, not an old 
and time-honored landmark in the city 
is safe. Yesterday Everett Scott’s rec- 
ord of 1,307 straight ball games was 
wrecked at the Stadium and another 
fine old institution which perished was 
the winning stréak of one consecutive 
game which the Yanks had carefully 
built up the day before.

Miller Huggins’ threw a terrific shock 
into the crowd by starting the game 
withcut Deacon Scott. Ever since, June 
20, 1916, Everett has played througl rain 
and sunshine, sickness and injuries, on 
good teams and bad ones, when he was 
bruised, battered, spiked and broken. 
He ran up the longest non-stop marathon 
playing record in baseball history until 
they benched him yesterday for a boy 
who was just breaking out in long 
trousers when the Deacon was inau- 
gurating his string. 


Tall Pitcher Fools Yanks. 


The situation might have been compli- 
cated by the fact that Scott had a slight 
stomach ache yesterdey morning. It 
was this ailment, they say, which pre- 
vented him from playing on June 19, 
1916. If such is the case, the thing is 
getting chronic and Everett should see 
@ doctor. 

The main mystery yesterday was the 
brand of pitching served up, or a 
by Slim Harris, the well-known Phila- 
delphia right- hander. Mr. Harris is the 
tallest athlete in either league. When 
be first broke in he measured 6 feet 3, 
his growth having been slightly retarded 
in boyhood. He is now, roughly, 6 feet 
6 or 7 and is built on the streamline 
model, having all the curves and bulging 
contours of a soda straw. 

Harris is so tall that when he pitches 
the bali to the plate it fs like a man 
dropping an apple from a tree. Gabby 
Street once caught a ball tossed from 
the Washington Monument, but nobody 
has yet hit a ball dropped from the 
same spot.

Consecutive Game Record Ends at 1,307 


Baseball's greatest record for stamina 
and consecutive playing came to an 
end in the Yankee Stadium yesterday 
afternoon when Everett Scott, benched 
by Manager Miller Huggins, missed his 
first game since June 20, 1916. 

The iron man of the national sport 
finally came to the end of the road. 
After setting up a mark that will be 
equalled only through another miracle 
as great as his own, the venerable Dea- 
con stepped out to let another man fill 
the position which he held down through 
1,307 straight games. 

In baseball history there is no other 
player within 100 games of Scott’s 
achievement. The minor league record 


is held by Perry Lipe, a former player 
of the Southern League, who ran off 
1,127 games before he am. Scott 
passed : ‘this mark on Sept. 24, 1923, and 
went through another full season suc- 
cessfully before he was retired to the 
bench. 

The former major league record was 
6577 games and the holder was George 
B. Pinckney, then with the oid Broo 
lyn club of the American Association 
4 the National League from 1885 to 
1890,

ON PARK CONCERTS 


Mrs. Zilberman Fails to Get Per- 
mission to Broadcast Plea 
Through City Radio. 


MRS. STONER MAKES APPEAL 


Urges the Mayor to Forget “Self” 
and Consider the Children Bene- 
fited by Goldman’s Music. 


Further efforts were mtade yesterday 
to induce Mayor Hylan to permit the 
Guggenhtim concerts to be given in 
Central Park this year and to stop in- 
sisting that they be called ‘Mayor 
Hiyan’s Free - People’s Concerts.”’ 

Mrs. Bella Zilberman, President of the 
Citizens’ Committee for Free Music in 
the Parks, called at the office of the 
Municipal Broadcasting Station to seek 
the permission of Commissioner William 
Mills to broadcast a plea to the people 
to demand that the Mayor desist from 
the effort to fasten his name on concerts 
given to the people by public-spirited 


citizens. 
Mr. Mills Refused te See Her. 

She had previously submitted a copy 
of her proposed address in which she re- 
proached Mayor Hylan for attempting to 
treat the Guggenheim gift for free music 
to the people as ‘‘a contribution to the 
Hylan campaign fund.’’ 

The Guggenheims are ready to permit 
the Goldman Band _.to give two concerts 
@ week in Brooklyn, if the five Goldman 
concerts in Central Park are not stopped 
by the Mayor, according to a letter to 
the Mayor by Dr. Winifred Sackville 
Stoner, who sought yesterday to pave 
the way to a peaceful understanding 
between the Guggenheims and the 
Mayor. In calling on the Mayor to for- 
get ‘“‘self’’ and think of the people, Mrs. 
Stoner, known as the reviser of Mother 

. Goose, said yesterday that hundreds of 
children have learned the following 
lines: 

“The Goldman Band we kiddies all 
Want next Summer on the Mall.’’ 

The appeal which Dr. Stoner sent to 
the Mayor was as follows: 

“Greetings to His Honor, Mayor 
Hylan, and gratitude for the privilege 
of submitting to you, via letter, the re- 
quest of many thousands of children. 
I believe that you love children even as 
I love them and that is why I asked 
to talk with you and show you with 
what enthusiasm thousands of children 
would vote for your re-election if you 
would bury all hatchets (even as you 
have done with Mr. Somers) and say 
‘if the children of New York want the 
Goldman Band on the Mall, the children 
shall have this band.’ I am working 
unceasingly to have Goldman on the 
Mall and, in all of my speeches before 
thousands of people, I have said that 
I believe you love children and I have 
faith in your goodness. . 

“But, perhaps you do not realize how 
much hatred there is toward you in 
families all over New York and Brook- 
lyn, just because people think you_have 
deprived them of the Goldman Band.

Ebbets, a niece, each two parts The 
pomniang three parts are left In trust 
for surviving grandchildren until they 
reach the age of 25 years. 

Mr. Ebbets stated in his will that this 
distribution shall not be compulsory 
upon his executors, the Mechanics Bank, 
Mrs. Ebbets and Joseph Gilleaudeau, a 
son-in-law, within the period of ten 
years. They may use their discretion 
in withholding distribution until the club. 
is sold at the end of that time. 

The testator’s only son, Charles H.

To his former wife Mr. Ebbets be- 
queaths a life occupancy of the house at 
1,142 Ocean Avenue, which is to become 
a part of his residuary estate at her 
death. Other bequests include annuities 
of $900 each to a sister, Ada BD. Ebbets, 
116 Lefferts Place, five nieces and three 
sisters-in-law. 

A specia] trust of $5,000 is left to the 
Brooklyn Club, the income from which 
is to provide an annual entertainment 
for its members on the anniversary of 
the birth of Mr. Ebbets, Oct. 29. +

until some method of controlling this 
pest can be devised it is most unwise 
to risk spreading it among American 
gardens, We have plant diseases 
enough without importing others. 

The Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates that despite the restrictions the 
importations of bulbs and roots will 
probably be greater than ever next 
year. During the year 1924 271,000,- 
000 such plants were imported, of 
which 12,000,000 were in the restricted 
class. The department expects that 
the importation of restricted bulbs 
may run as high as 25,000,000 in 1926. 
The principal exceptions are in order 
to replenish nursery stocks where 
special efforts are being made to de- 
velop native-born plants of alien 
parentage. Home production of these 
bulbs is making such progress that 
the department expects the ‘supply 
will meet the demand within a few 
years. 

It is the contention of those who are 
opposed to further restrictions that 
it is almost impossible in practice to 
develop as fine flowers from home- 
They 
hold that climatic and soil differences 
cause such marked changes in the 
locally developed varieties that they 
lose the particular qualities for which

their ancestors were famous. 
to get the best results, they say, it is 
necessary to plant bulbs grown abroad. 
Many professional horticulturists, on 
'the other hand, believe that these 
variations are due to inexperienced 
|} handling of the plants rather than to 
 saidammantia changes. But this is only 
a secondary aspect of the whole prob- 
jlem. The right to prohibit importa- 
tion rests in the danger of infection. 
Whether such a restriction helps or 
hurts one or other class of horticul- 
turists should have no weight in the 
decision as to what plants are to be 


banned. 


THE FAMILY BUDGET. 

Available figures or estimates deal- 
ing with the distribution of the Amer- 
ican family income reveal as yet no 
fatal results from President CooLipGe’s 
subversive gospel of thrift. The cur- 
rent number of The Advertising and 
Selling Fortnightly presents a tabula- 
tion of estimated per capita expendi- 
and clothing in the 
principal cities. From this it would 
appear that the®people of Philadelphia 
spend exactly one-half as much on 
clothing as they do on food. In New 
York City the clothes bill is 48 per 
of the food bill. In Chicago it 
is 42 per cent. The Chicago rate cor- 
responds exactly with the rate fixed 
in the course of an investigation of 
workingmen’s budgets in Philadelphia 
in 1913-15. At the very least the 
people of the United States spend as 
much on clothes, proportionately, as 
they did just before the war. Actually, 
the ‘clothes instinct is stronger than 
ever, because the ratio with respect to 
food has more than maintained itself

This has not happened. It is pre- 
cisely to food that the 
American people have been practicing 
economy most strenuously. Nominal 
wages have at least doubled since 
the 1913-15 Philadelphia survey men- 
tioned above. If a worker’s family of 
five at that time spent $380 on food, 
the indicated sum for today would be 
$750. But even if we allow for the 
fact that food prices have lagged be- 
hind other prices, thrift is plainly dis- 
cernible in the Philadelphia food bill 
today of $515 for a family of five. It 
is a showing to be expected among 
the salaried classes, where food would 
be sacrificed to decent standards of 
housing and dress. But apparently 
the same factor operates for the 
working people. It testifies, of course, 
to a comparatively high standard of 
living before the war. The slack was 
there to be taken in. 

In any case, it is not the retailer of 
clothing and hats who has reason to 
complain about the menace of thrift. 
The figures cited above confirm the 
common observation that, the Amer- 
ican people are better dressed today 
than ever. If the garment industry

FIRE DEPARTMENT MORALE. 
Alderman McGarer, who represents 
Fire Commissioner DRENNAN’S political 
bailiwick in Brooklyn, has introduced 
a bill giving the Commissioner power 
to retire from active service, on a pen- 
sion of half pay, any officer or mem- 
ber of the uniformed force who has 
reached the age of 60. This measure 
is an attack on Fire Department 
morale, and opposition to it is rising. 
The Uniformed Firemen’s Association 
has gone on record against the bill. 
Firemen, under the present charter 
provisions, can voluntarily retire on 
half pay after they have served twenty 
years. The Commissioner, further- 
more, now has power to retire on a 
pension from all service, or from ser- 
vice at fires, any member of the force 
who “may upon examination by the 
“ medical officers ordered by the Fire 
‘“* Commissioner be found disqualified, 
“‘ physically or mentally, for the per- 
‘‘formance of his duties.” But 
Alderman McGarer would give the 
Commission2: power to retire any fire- 
man of 60 years and over at the Com- 
missioner’s pleasure, irrespective of 
the fireman's own wishes or fitness. 
The inevitable results of such a law 
are obvious. Control of the uniformed 
force would pass from the Chief of De- 
partment, a permanent official, who 
under civil service requirements must 
rise through every rank by virtue of 
success in competitive examinations, 
and whose main concern is the effi- 
ciency and integrity of the force, to 
the Fire Commissioner, an appointee 
of the Mayor and subject to removal 
by him at any time.

for lowering standards as regards the 
instruction given to students in the 
medical colleges. Dr. Pusey insists that 
he has no such wish and makes no such 
demand. He does say, however, that 
medical education now takes so much 
time and costs so much money that the 
graduates no longer will or can afford 
to perform in either country or city 
what he calls ‘‘the ordinary service of 
medicine in society.” 

The results are more serious, as yet, 
in the rural districts, many of which 
now are without doctors and many 
more are served only by men advanced 
in years. The young, men simply will 
not go to places where the income they 
can earn is incommensurate with their 
needs and their reasonable ambitions, 
and even when they settle in the large 
cities they tend. to become specialists, 
in expectation of gaining the higher rep- 
utation and the larger rewards. 

But it is the general practitioner, ac- 
cording to Dr. Pusey, who alone can 
give the sort of medical service for 
which the majority of men and women 
every where can pay. 
while it is a fine thing to have a few 
medical colleges with huge endowments, 
providing facilities for research carried 
to the limits of possibility, these instl- 
tutions are not solving the problem 
which now confronts the medical pro- 
fession. He believes in the maintenance 
also of small medical colleges and in 
the shortening of the time devoted to 
the hearing of lectures and the study- 
ing of textbooks; but he also would have 
a return to the old system of appren- 
ticeship after graduation for a year or 
two under a practicing doctor, for this 
he believes gives a knowledge of im- 
mense value, not to be acquired in any 
other way. 

The argument that the field of medi- 
cine is vastly broader than it used to 
be, and ‘soy necessitates longer study, he 
dismisses as leading to the absurdity of 
an ever lengthening period of prepara- 
tion, at last covering a whole lifetime. 


Dr. PUSEY con- 
demns those who 
hold that every doc- 
tor should know all 
of medicine, and de- 
clares that extension of the time of 
teaching by no means assures a corre- 
sponding increment of knowledge or that 
a shortening of it results in its decrease. 
He wants medical training to be active, 
and he denies that the products of 
medical education as it was gained by 
the older men now in the profession 
produced incompetents. 

He might have said that not a few of 
today’s most distinguished practitioners 
would fail to pass the examinatioms now 
demanded of young graduates, for the 
latter are expected to know a vast num- 
ber of details which the old doctor 
either never learned or, having found 
no use for them in his practice, has 
forgotten. 

Dr. Pusey holds, too, that medical 
education has become not only unnec- 
essarily expensive for the student, but 
that it costs the college too much—so 
much that the tendency is an undue re- 
striction in the number of colleges and 
a consequent failure to produce, in the 
amount needed by the country, what he 
calls ‘‘distributable medical service’— 
service available to the patient with

LORD LEYERHULME 


DIES OF PNEUMONIA) ives 


British “Soap King,” 74 Years 
Old, Succumbs in His 
Home in London. 


AN INDUSTRIAL LEADER 


Began In a Small. Way, Made Mil- 
lions and Divided Hie Profits 
With His Employes. 


LONDON, May 7. (A. P.).—Viscount 
Léverhulme died at 4:30 o'clock this 
morning of pneumonia. He was one of 
England’s greatest industrial leaders, 
and was known as the “Soap king.”’ He 
was 74 years old. 


William Hasketh Lever found his first 
job when he was 16, It consisted of 
cutting and wrapping soap. From this 
humble beginning he became one of 
England's greatest industrial captains— 
Lord Leverhulme — multi - millionaire 
“Soap King.” His factories and enter- 
prises have followed the British flag 
over the earth, from Port Sunlight, his 
model English village, to the Congo, to 
China, South Africa, Australia, the 
United States and Switzerland. 


Created Model Works. 


Four years after William Lever be- 
gan cutting soap He had won promotion 
| to a clerical job in the factory, and 
when he married two years later every 
one who knew him thought that he had 
settled down for life. But not so William 
Lever, The idea of becoming a soap 
manufacturer had taken definite shape 


in his mind, and soon he had a little 
factory of his own. His romantic rise 
dated from the moment, and_ before 
many years had passed his wealth had 
grown to such proportions that it actu- 
ally disturbed him. 

Part of it was spent in creating his 
model works and model town of Port 
Sunlight. With its quaint old English 
style houses, red tiled roofs and latticed 
windows, its gardens and tree-lined 
streets, Port Sunlight is one of the 
marvels of industrial England. The 
houses are rented to employes of the 
factory for $2 a month. 

Lord Leverhulme was the first great 
British employer to introduce profit- 
sharing schemes and industrial copart- 
nership. The only question of success, 
he frequently said, was: ‘‘Will you pay 
the price of self-sacrifice?’ Villiam 
Lever was a model for the question. 


A Master of Details. 


He favored a six-hour working day 
for his employes, but never worked less 
than sixteen hours a day himself. He 
was often described as a human dynamo 
—intense, high-powered, swift-moving 


and direct. He had a thorough grasp of | 
principles, and with it a complete | 
mastery of detail. He was an organizer 
with all the ruthlessness that goes with 
| organization, yet ‘ne was gentle and 
kindly. His system of copartnership was 
| started in 1901, and never has been 
changed. 

“Working six hours a day at your 
maximum power of production,’”’ he 
| would say to his employes, “‘study and 
| improve yourselves two hours a day, 
and I can afford to pay you for eight 
hours of. work.”’ 

An interesting aeehent on the char- 
acter of Lord Leverhulme developed in 
1921, when he employed a famous artist 
to paint his portrait. The completed | 
canvas was too large for a safe in 
| which Leverhulme wished to deposit it, 
/so he cut out the head and discarded 
the rest of the painting. The artist 
brought suit, contending that the canvas 
should not have been mutilated without 
his consent, while art students all over 
the world denounced the rich manufac- 
| turer for his action in ‘‘carving up art 
| like a leg of mutton.” 
| Lord Leverhulme was born in 1851, at 
| Bolton, Lancashire, and in 1874 married 
| Elizabeth Hulme, who died in 1913. They 
| had one son, W. Lever, who is the 
fonly heir to his father’s vast fortune.

| ‘The new home of the Jewish Board of 
| Guardians, 28 East Nineteenth Street,

*‘Many feel that modern philanthropy 
is often too scientific,’’ Mr. Schiff con- 
tinued, ‘‘and that it has lost much of 
its personal touch. This is true to a 


certain extent, but we must realize that} 


the problems are quite different from 
what they were a few decades ago when 
\@ comparatively few volunteers could 
| deal with them. 

“IT am not a pessimist by nature and 
|\IT am not one of those who feels that 
| modern youth is on the road to perdi- 
| tion because it is often lacking in dis- 
| cipline and in a feeling of responsibility,

Witness at Inquiry on Firm 
Headed by Hylan’s Son-in-Law 
Describes Alleged Threat. 


3 CONTRACTORS TESTIFY 


One Said to Have Charged De- 
lay in Final Payment on 
School Job. 


MAYOR’ DENOUNCES CRAIG 


Denies City Has Any Connection 
With Bonding Co.—Attacks Con- 
trolier’s ‘Investigation. 


Deputy Controller Charles F. Kerri- 
wan made public yesterday afternoon, 
another chapter of the testimony taken 
in the inquiry which is under way in 
the Controller’s office into the activities 
of Sinnott & Canty, the bonding firm 
headed by J. Paur Sinnott, brother of 
Mayor Hylan’s son-in-law, in connection 
with municipal contracts. 

Two contractors, according to Mr. 
Kerrigan, testified that because of the 
offensive tactics used by representatives 
of the Sinnott & Canty firm, they were 
“obliged to throw the Sinnott agents 
out of their offices.” 

While this inquiry was being pushed 
{mn the Controller’s office, Mayor Hylan 
issued a statement bitterly attacking 
Controller Craig and his deputy, Mr. 
Kerrigan, and at the same time denying 
@ny connection between the City Ad- 
ministration and the Sinnott bonding 
firm. 

A late afternoon witness in the inves- 
tigation was Louis F. Peterson, of the 
firm.of Jakabson & Peterson, who were 
the successfur bidders about a year ago 
for making repairs on dumping scows 
of the Street Cleaning Department. Mr. 
Peterson testified that he then employed 
the bonding firm of Sinnott & Canty for 
the first and only .time. 

“How did you come to employ them 
at that time?’ asked Mr. Kerrigan. 

“They came down and asked us for 
the business,’”’ replied the witness, “and 
I told them we had our regular man, a 
broker named Webb. But he said, ‘You 
know our connections.’ That may have 
meant something and it may not. I 


knew they couldn’t do us any good, but 
they might wy to do us some harm, so 
We gave the business to them (Sinnott 
& Canty). 

Reply to further questions Mr. Peter- 
son said that after his firm had re- 
ceived the contract somebody whose 
identity ne did not know, but who said 
he was calling up from the Street 
Cleaning Department, called him on the 
telephone and suggested that they might 
Employ Sinnott & Canty to give the 

ond. 





Who Called. 


“Did the man who called you up say 
who he was?” 

“No, he said he was in the Street 
Cleaning office. Evidently some one 
had been there from Sinnott & Canty.” 


“He didn’t say he was Street Clean- 
ing Commissioner Taylor?’ asked the 
examiner. 

“No, I am sure it was not. I couldn't 
say who it was on the phone. I couldn’t 
even swear that it was from the Street 
Cleaning office. The call might have 
come from Sinnott & Canty’s office for 
all I know.”’ 

“But since that time “wou did. busi- 
mess only with your regular broker?” 
asked Mr. Kerrigan. The witness an- 
swered, ‘‘Yes.’’ 

William H. Egan of the George Colon 
Company, an earlier witness, testified 
that he had four school contracts, that 
@® man named Duffy called upon him 
geveral times after his firm had been 
the low bidder on school contracts and 
asked that Sinnott & Canty be permitted 
to furnish the bond. ‘‘On one occasion,” 
the witness testified, ‘the said we would 
mot get the contract unless we placed 
the bond with him. I told him the bond 
had already been placed. That was all 
there was to it.” 

Mr. Egan was asked if he had been 
thrown out of any me on which he 
had been the lower bidder. 

“There were four jobs where we were 
the low bidder,’’ he replied, ‘“‘which we 
should have had if the usual procedure 
had been followed.”’ 

“Then you lost all four of them?’ 
asked Mr. Kerrigan. 

**Yes,”’ 

*‘Was that before or after this conver- 
sation with Mr. Duffy?’’ 

“Il don’t recall just when that conver- 
gation occurred.”’ 

Mr. Egan testified that on his contract 
for the Thomas Jefferson High School 
in Brooklyn the school was finished fully 
a@ year ago and was occupied last Fail 
for school purposes, but that the voucher 
for the final payment had-been held in 
the Board of Education until March 24, 
causing him to have to pay an addi- 
tional premium of $4,000 on his bond. 

Mr. Egan said he had been in the mu- 
nicipal contracting business for twenty- 
five years and had generally given his 
bonding business to a Mr. Chittenden, 
though Mr. Duffy had called upon him 
several times to solicit it for Sinnott 
& Canty. Describing his last experience 
with Mr. Duffy about a year ago, the 
witness said: 

“‘He asked me if I had any hard feel- 
{ng against him. In fact, ne asked me 
to give him the business—I don’t recall 
his exact conversation—but, whatever it 
was, I told him to get out of the of- 
fice. We didn’t have a very pleasant 
time of it.”’ 

B. Levain of the Eastern Construction 
Company, who had three contracts for 
the construction of buildings for dif- 
ferent city departments, was the other 
witness who testified that he ordered 
Duffy out of his office. Mr. Levain tes- 
tified that he was low bidder on Public 
School 65, Manhattan, was solicited by 
Sinnott & Canty and by other bonding 
brokers, but gave the business to his 
regular man, Simon Klein. 

“And did you get the contract?” 

“I did not. Ten days later I received 
my check back—my deposit check—but 
I was never informed the reason for 
the rejection of all the bids. All the 
bids were thrown out.’’ 


Mayor Attacks Craig. 


Mayor Hylan, in his statement after 
the denial already quoted, said in part: 
“If Craig and Kerrigan were -honest 


about this, why didn't they hold a public 
hearing where everybody could hear the 
whole thing, what every ‘witness’ had 
to say? oe did they make this co- 
ealled ‘investigation’ secret? Why are 
they holding it behind closed doors? 
Why are they giving out only their 
own distortions of what they call ‘tes- 
timony?’ 

“If Craig wanted all the facts to come 
out, why didn’t he make the hearing 

ublic? No, he didn’t want the facts. 

e simply wanted to get out, in a round- 
about way, something he thought would 
damage me, and didn’t have the cour- 
age to come out in the open himself, 
but is doing it through his wily mouth- 
piece, Kerrigan. 

“All this talk of ‘grave disclosures’ 
eng ‘serious charges’ is the same old 
stuff that was foisted on the public in 
the notorious Meyer Committee ‘investi- 
gations’ before the last Mayorality elec- 
tion in which Craig was one of the 
leading spirits-and in which not a 
single act of wrong-doing was found in 
any department.

Doesn’t Know 


Duiryman Drowns in Milk 
When He Falls Into a Vat

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 6.— 
Joseph Kenning, a dairyman, aged 
51, drowned in a vat of milk today 
at his establishment. The body 
was discovered by an employe. 

Earlier in the day the dairyman 
had gone to the vat, several feet in 
depth, and apparently was stirring 
the milk as a means to cool it when 
he_lost his balance and fell in. 

It is thought that he struck his 
head on the side of the vat with 
such force that he was rendered 
unconscious.

One of these bills 
for a very substantial amount is now 
being hel - by the Commissioner of 
Accounts pending information from Ker- 
rigan which to date he has declined 
to give. 

“Kerrigan is a legislative lobby!Ist who 
was formerly with The Brooklyn Eagle 
and was glad to hop on the city payroll. 
He gets $10,000 a year as a Deputy Con- 


| trol er for acting as Craig’s publicity 
|}man; and to help him in this capacity 


he has an imperial HMmousine and a 
chauffeur paid for out of city money. 
Craig obstructs, and he prepares the 
mud pellets which it is Kerrigan’s job 
to throw at the Mayor and the Admin- 
istration with the aid of traction news- 
papers, 

“IT recall several years ago, when I 
was a City Magistrate, some very vVI- 
cious attacks by The Brooklyn Eagle 
during the time of Kerrigan’s employ- 
ment on that paper. After the first of 
these articles was printed Kerrigan 
called on me to say that a-second article 
of a similar nature was about ready for 
publication. I ordered him out of my 
office at Gates Avenue, Brooklyn. Let 
Kerrigan tell the public why he callea 
on me and why I ordered him out. Then 
I was elected Mayor, and I got a gooa 
laugh when Kerrigan's name was pre- 
sented to me for consideration as Sec- 
retary to the Mayor. Of course, I abso- 
lutely refused to appoint him. I had 
seen, enough of him and his type and 
knew they were not to be trusted. 

“If Craig would take as much interest 
in saving the taxpayers’ money ana

TAKES NINE LIVES 


Bomb or Gas Explosion De- 
stroys Three Buildings in 
Pittsburgh Suburb. 


ONE ENTIRE FAMILY LOST 


Flames Spread 80 Rapidly That 
Authorities Cannot Tell Where 
the Blast Occurred.

PITTSBURGH, May 6.—Nine lives 
were lost early this morning by what 
is believed by some authorities to have 

been a bomb explosion in Swissvale, a 

suburb of Pittsburgh. Eight ,bodies 

were recovered from the ruins of three 
buildings which were demolished by the 
great force of the explosion. The ninth 
death occurred late this afternoon in the 

Braddock Hospital. With that death an 

entire family was wiped out. The dead

No positive state-| 
ment would be made by Chief Braun 
of the sony detective force or Chief 
Morgan of the Swissvale Fire Depart- 
ment. 

“The rapidity with which the flames 
spread,” said Chief Morgan, “leads me | 
to the belief that it was not a gas ex-| 
plosion.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 6.—A writ of 
mandamus, issued by Supreme Court 
Justice Hasbrouck today, directed the 
State Civil Service Commission to certify 
the payroll of the non-civil service em- 
ployes of the Bureau of Frauds in the 
office of Attorney General Ottinger.

MAY ADD MORE TRUSTEES. 


Effort Expected to Be Made to 
Amend Charter of the Cathedral. 


It is expected that when the 142d an-

Two Girls He Admitted Marry- 
ing Hear Judge Collins Give 
Him Indeterminate Term. 


“DESERVED IT,”’ SAYS ONE 


Love Him as Much as Ever,” 
Says Mary Woodson, as Court 
Calls Him Despicable. 


| Asquith with severity for what they call 


Morris Jack Seldow was sentenced | 
yesterday in General Sessions to an in- 
determinate term in the penitentiary 
upon his conviction of bigamy. Sentence 
was imposed by Judge Cornelius F. Col- 
lins in the presence of two girls whom} 
he admitted having married. Alienists | 
at Bellevue Hospital had reported that 
Seldow was sane, though his continuous | 
weeping at his trial had led the Court} 
to suspect, otherwise. | 

Seldow married Augusta Redenbach in 
May, 1918. She lives now at 177 South 
Ninth Street, Brooklyn. When Seldow 
married her she was employed by a/| 
family in White Plains. He disappeared 
five days after the marriage, went 
back to live with her for another week 
about three years later and vanished 


again. 
On Feb. 4, 1924, without having ob- 


tained a divorce, he married 16-year- 
old Mary Woodson, daughter of Mrs. 
Ada D. Woodson, who conducts a dress- 
making establishment in Washington, 
D. Cc. The girl had run away from 
home a short time before. She became 
acquainted with Seldow when he was a 
motorman on a Lexington Avenue sur- 
face car. 

Counsel for Seldow sought to have 
him sent to Sing Sing for a _ brief 
period, but Judge Collins indicated that | 
his refusal to comply was based on the 
fact that Seldow had an unexpired sen- 
tence to Elmira Reformatory on a rob- 
bery conviction pending against him. 
He pointed out that Seldow would have 
to finish this term after serving his 
penitentiary sentence. 

“You married the Redenbach girl, 
who was in every way suited to you,” 
Judge Collins said to Seldow; ‘‘but you 
deliberately left her when she became} 
suspicious of you. She was a good 
woman, and was greatly distressed by 
your action, which affected her life 
thereafter. There was a third woman 
you married, but it was impossible to 
prove it at your trial. When you mar-| 
ried the Woodson girl you must have 
known that your first wife still was 
alive. i 

“The Woodson girl was not in your 
class,’’ continued the Judge. “She was 
a wild, wayward flapper of the twen-| 
tieth-century type, who fled from her 
home and came to New York. She 
evidently was smitten with you. If you 
had stuck to her, the girl who defied 
everybody, even her own mother, to 
defend you, you would have appeared 
in a much better light before the jury. 

“Instead, you essayed the réle of a! 
cry-baby, and then, in a _ despicable 
manner, tried to drag this girl down to 
your own level before the jury.” 

As Seldow was being led out of court, 
his first wife exclaimed in his hearing: 
“He got what he deserved.’ His second 
wife announced, however, “I still be- 
lieve in him and love him as much as 
ever.”

The con- 
sensus of opinion is that although it is 
unimportant and adds nothing much to 
the autobiography of the former Mar- 
garet Tennant, it is audacious and, 
therefore, interesting. 

Some reviewers express the opinion 
that the portion of the book giving the 
impressions she collected during her trip | 
in America will wound American 
susceptibilities. It would appear, how- 
ever, that she has not said all about 
America that she wished to say. She! 
accepted the novel réle of reviewer of 
her own book and in the review, written 
in the third person and published in 
The Daily Graphic, she says: | 

“The second chapter on America was | 
written for publication and has reserva- 
tions, which is unfortunate. It would} 
have been more interesting had she/| 
been able to write with complete free- 
dom.” She adds: 

“Many people have criticized Mrs. | 
her indiscretion, but if they realized 
how intimately she has known the char- 
acters of whom she has written and 
what she probably could have told the 
world about them, they would know | 
nor is she ever copious about ‘her 

She mentions that most of the book 
already had been published before. 

“Mrs. Asquith,” says The Daily Herald 
Reviewer, “does not merely praise every- | 
thing English in a foolish, boastful 
tone, she abuses the habits and institu- 
tions of other peoples. She sneers at 
the religion of the Spaniards, she in- 
sults all Italians who are not Fascists, 
she expresses dislike of almost every- | 
thing American, which seems to amount 
almost to an obsession.’’ 

Her condemnation of traveling condi- 
tions in America says the same re- 
viewer, “is not merely silly, it is ill- 
natured and calculated, like a great 
many of;her pages on her short visit 
to America, to annoy Americans and 
confirm them in the opinion, ‘Britishers 
never like anything to which they 
paves t been accustomed all their 

ves. 

The Daily Telegraph thinks some of 
the comments and reflections on 
America are likely to cause an ‘“‘out- 
burst of pained wonderment in the 
American press.’’ 

It selects for special quotation the 
following passage from the book: 

Americans, while the most friendly 
people in the world, are -too much con- 
cerned about each other and though not 
personally are nationally vain. They 
would rather hear themselves abused 
than not discussed which inclines one to 
imagine that they are suffering from the

AFTER SURRENDER 


Alleged Accomplice in McClin- 
tocks’ Slaying Gives Own 
Recognizance.

Crowe Says Coroner’s Jury and

TRIED AFTER 13 YEARS 
FOR GONDORF FRAUD 


Echo of Ancient ‘Wire-Tapping’ 
Scheme Heard as Victim Tells 
of $8,000 Loss. 


The days of the Gondorf gang of 
“fae wire-tappers’’ were recalled yes- 
terday when Earl A. Walzen, alleged 
confederate of Fred Gondorf, was 
placed on trial in Judge Rosalsky’s part 
of General Sessions, accused of partici- 
pating in the theft of $8,000 from Wil- 
liam F. Davis, former hotel proprietor 
of Glassboro, N. J., in the old swindling 
scheme. The indictment against Walzen 
was returned on Nov. 27, 1912, but was 
dug out of a pigeonhole by District At- 
torney Joab H. Banton fifteen months 
ago when Walzen accused Otto A. Gillig, 
a lawyer, of 220 Broadway, of having 
offered to have it quashed for a con- 
sideration. 

Gillig was trapped in a room in the 
Hotel Breslin, where, detectives alleged, 
he accepted money from Walzen to ‘‘fix’’ 
Judge Francis X. Mancuso of General 
Sessions: Tammany leader William F. 
Kavanaugh, Clerk of the District Attor- 
ney’s office, and William F. Kenneally, 
for many years a leader in the late 
Charles F. Murphy's district, so-that the 
case never would come to trial. Gillig 
later was indicted and committed to the 
Tombs by Judge Mulqueen for a short 
time in default of $50,000 bail. 

Davis was the first witness called yes- 
terday by Assistant District Attorney 
Thomas F. Kane. He said that in 1909 
Walzen, while a guest at his hotel, in- 
duced him to buy stock ‘‘which I after- 
wards used to decorate the walls of my 
chick encoop.”’ 

Walzen had stopped at his place four 
or five months, he went on, when, the 
witness alleged, Walzen introduced him 
to Fred Gondorf, brother of Charles 
Gondorf, the leader of the Gondorf 
band of swindlers. Walzen told him, 
Davis testified, that Gondorf was ‘‘Fred 
McKee, Superintendent of the Western 
Union telegraph office.’’ 

‘“*McKee” and Walzen, he said, then 
told how, through information which 
“McKee” would obtain over the wire 
from race tracks, they could place bets 
on races in poolrooms in this city in 
advance of the results received in the 
poolrooms. The introduction to Gon- 
dorf took place in the Imperial Hotel 
in this city, and, after Davis had pro- 
vided himself with $5,000 for the venture, 
he said he was taken to an expensively 
furnished ‘“‘poolroom” at. 138 West 
Seventy-elghth Street. 

He placed the $5,000 on one race, but 
lost. Walzen and Gondorf dejectedly 
told him that something had gone wrong 
with the scheme, but it would be fixed 
up on the next attempt. Accordingly 
Davis went back to Glassboro and raised 
$3,000 more by mortgaging his hotel and 
borrowing $500 from a neighbor. 

This money also was lost through an- 
other ‘‘mistake,”’ but this time his sus- 
picion was aroused and he complained 
to the police. Gondorf and Walzen 
eventually were arrested. Gondorf was 
convicted in 1915 and sentenced to Sing 
Sing for from sixteen months to ten 
years. Walzen, who had been released 
on $1;000 bail, was not called for trial 
until yesterday, however. 


Japanese Admits Killing Wife. 

The trial of Harry K. Tasaka, a Japa- 
nese, came to a sudden end in Judge 
Mancuso’s part of General Sessions yes- 
terday when the defendant pleaded 


guilty to a first degree manslaughter 
charge for the slaying of his wife, 
Wasaya, in their home at 1,079 Third 
Avenue on the night of Nov. 9 last. His 
wife was stabbed twenty-sev times in 
the presence of her three smal! children. 
Tasaka, up to yesterday, had main- 
tained that she committed suicide 
through the Japanese custom of hari-

ACTIVE WORK BEGIN 
ON GATHEDRAL FRONT 


Ground Is Broken for Main En- 
trance at Special Services 
Held on the Site. 


PARADE FROM SYNOD HOUSE 


Bishop Manning Marches With 
‘ Clergy and Prominent Lay- 
men to St. John’s. 


HUNDREDS AT CEREMONIES 


Gift From Business Group Is Pre- 
sented, an Order Issued, 
Steam Shovel Starts Digging.

Ground was broken late yesterday af- 


j} ternoon for the imposing west front of 


the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, 
which will stand at Amsterdam Avenue 
and 112th Street as the main entrance 
to the cathedral. The event was sol- 
emnized by a special religious service, 
in which members of the clergy and 
prominent Episcopal laymen participat- 
ed, and which was witnessed by several 
hundred persons grouped on the stone 
foundations of the nave of the 
cathedral. 

The ceremony began a little after 4:30 
o’clock with a procession through the 
street from the Synod House, at 110th 
Street, up Amsterdam Avenue to a 
cleared space in the cathedral close at 
112th Street. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry Purcell Veazie, 
precentor of the cathedral, led the pro- 
cession.- Behind him marched the cru- 
cifer, a boy gowned in purple and 
white, bearing a long staff surmounted 
by a cross of gold which gleamed in the 
sunlight. Then came three boys car- 
rying the purple Sunday school banner 
of the cathedral. Next walked mem- 
bers of the Business Men's Division, 
which has‘raised nearly $1,000,000 of 
the $2,500,000 needed for the west front. 
They were followed by members of the 
Executive Committee of the cathedral 
campaign and by some of the trustees 
of the cathedral. 


Women in the Procession. 


Those in this group included Edmund 
L. Baylies, William H. Burr, the Rev. 
Dr. E. Clowes Chorley, Haley Fiske, 
William M. V. Hoffman, Robert G. Hone, 
the Rev. Dr. William H. Owen. James 
R. Roosevelt, the Rt. Rev. Herbert Ship- 
man and Judge Thomas C. T. Crain, 
representing the trustees and Executive 
Committee. Mrs. Baylies accompanied 
her husband. The section also included 
Augustus Van Horne Stuyvesant and 
Miss Anne W. Stuyvesant, who gave 
$280,000 to the cathedral for the building 
of the baptistry, now under construction. 
Others were E. F. Albee, representing 
the amusement section of the Business 
Men’s Division; Robert L. Harrison, 
Benjamin L. Blauvelt and J. Greer 
Zachary, representing the lawyers; A. 
G. Heinsohn, the steamship men: Gor- 
don J. Young, the labor section; George 
W. Hulsart, the committee for the 
Diocese of New Jersey, and Mrs. H. W. 


Munroe, the women’s division. Chester 
N. Godfrey, representing Cram & Fer- 
guson, architects of the cathedral, 
walked with his group. 

Then came the clerical part of thea 
procession, led by another crucifer. In 
this group were Dr. Miles Farrol, or- 
ganist, and the cathedral choir, about 
sixty men and boys wearing black and 
white robes, and walking in twos. Be- 
hind them came members of the visitin 
clergy, including the Very Rev. 
Lothrop Starr, Dean of Ontario, Can- 
ada, and the Rev. Dr. Raymond O. 
Knox, Chaplain of Columbia University. 
Following them were the members of 
the cathedral clergy. Purple surplices 
and red collegiate hoods worn by some 
of the marchers added color to the black 
and white robes of the majority. 

At the end of the procession were the 
Rev. Dr. H. Adye Prichard, canon and 
acting dean of the cathedral; a third 
crucifer. bearing the Bishop’s pastoral 
staff, with its golden crook at the top, 
sent to him from England and valued 
at $15,000, and, last of all, Bishop Wil- 
liam T. Manning, head of the Protestant 
Episcopal Diocese of New York. 

The procession halted inside the close, 
near a red-painted steam shovel, with 
the name ‘‘Marion”’ in large, white let- 
ters on its side, and an automobile 
truck, which had been run in on a road- 
way. All about were women and chil- 
dren of the neighborhood, with their 
baby carriages and toys, and a few men. 
Hawkers stood on the pavement selling 
toy canary birds, which swung on 4 
string at the end of a stick, and Amer- 
ican flags. 


Services at the Site.  . 


The services began with the singing of 
a hymn, “The Church’s One Founda- 
tion.”” Then Bishop Manning said a 
prayer, and all repeated the Lord’s 
Prayer. 

Mr. Fiske, who is Chairman of the 
Business Men's Division, made the fol- 
lowing brief speech to the aunep: 

“In behalf of the Business Men’s Di- 
vision I hereby present this beginning of 
the west front of the cathedral to the 
glory of God and for the blessing of His 
people.”’ 

Bishop Manning formally received the 
gift with the following words: 

“T accept this gift of the foundation 
of the west front of the cathedral wita 
grateful appreciation of the work done 
by the Business Men's Division. This 
division has already raised nearly 
$1,000,000 and I trust that it will con- 
tinue its noble work until it has raised 
the full amount needed for the com- 
pletion of this majestic portion of the 
cathedral with its two massive and 
glorious towers. 

“Let it be the prayer and the pur- 
pose of all of us that the work of build- 

ng now commenced shall not stop, but 
that with God’s blessing it shall go for- 
ward without ceasing until this superb 
structure shall stand complete, the 
eathedral of this diocese, a house of 
prayer for all people, a centre of truth 
and love ance brotherhood, a witness to 
our faith in God and in His Son Jesus 
Christ Our Lord, the power of which 
shall be felt from generation to genera- 
tion in this city and in our whole land.’ 

Next came another hymn, and then the 
ones turning toward the workman in 
overalls standing at the switch inside 
the steam shovel, said: 

“Let the work on this foundation now 
begin.’’ 

Like a sleeping animal, the steam 
shovel suddenly came to life, snorting 
loudly and blowing steam and water 
over part of the crowd as its long black 
arm cCescribed an arc in the air. The 
arm descended to the earth, its huge 
iron paw scooped up a load of soft loam, 
and the machinery swung it through 
the air to the truck. The shovel had 
to stay poised over the truck for a few 
seconds before Cumping its load while a 
news photographer scrambled off th 
truck. His coat tails caught on a nail 
as he climbed down. 

After the truck was loaded with sev- 
eral shovels full of earth, the service 
was completed by another prayer’ and 
the singing of “‘My Country ‘Tis of 
Thee.’’

H. A. Guess, Vice President 
of the American Smelting and Refining 
Company, in charge of mining opera- 
tions, when questioned ‘regarding the 
sult filed against the company, said that 
none of the company’s officers or its 
attorneys had received the bill of com- 
plaint, and ocrmeauently any comment 
on the suit would naturally be basea 
purely on conjecture. 

Mr. Guess, however, assumed that it Is 
alleged that the Northern Peru Mining 
and Smelting Company, which is a sub- 
sidiary of the Amertean Smelting and 
Refining Company, failed to carte out 
development work, which the South 
American subsidiary pledged to do on 
a claim it took over from W. A. Taylor. 
Mr. Guess said that the company did 
more work on the claim .than the work- 
ing contract called for, and in view of 
this the filing of the suit was not caus- 
ing any of the company’s executives any 
concern. Under the contract the Amer- 
ican Smelting was called upon to develop 
200 meters annually and expend $4,000 
a year in the carrying on of this de- 
velopment work. After about twenty-one 
months of operation the geologists failed 
to find ore in commercial quantities, 
and last Autumn, under the provisions 
of the contract, the American Smelting 
and Refining Company relinquished its 
claim, 

It was learned yesterday ‘that the 
plaintiffs tried to arrange a conference 
with the American Smelting and Refin- 
ing Company’s executive with the view 
of settling the difference privately, but 
this proposal was not entertained by 
the company.

Visitor Says His Country Ic Not Im- 
pressed by Red Propaganda. 


Jean Casimir Adamski, Vice Chairman 
of the Finance.and Economic Council of 
the National Economic Bank of Poland, 
was the guest of honor yesterday ata 
luncheon at the Bankers Club, given by 
Matthew C. Brush, President of the 
American International Corporation, to 
which twenty-five of the leading bank- 
ers here were invited. 

Mr. Adamski recounted the ordeals of 
Poland during the period of inflation 
and then the deflation following the 
war and traced the economic develop- 
ments of the country down through the 
time when the budget was balanced. He 
said that this year’s budget will be ap- 
penny $400,000,000 and that it will 

e fully covered by the country’s rev- 
enues. 

“Our mind is on our crop,’’ he sald. 
“We do not expect any bumper crop this 
year, but a normal one, and this will be 
sufficient.’’ He said that the Poles are 
not particularly impressed by Bolshev- 
ism. ‘‘We are too near to Russia,” 
he said, ‘‘to be afraid of this propa- 
ganda.

LANSING, Mich., May 6.—The Michi- 
gan Securities Commission which Tues- 
day denied Dillon, Read & Co, of New 
York permission to sell preference Dodge 
Brothers, Inc., stock in Michigan, 
granted representatives of the New York 


bankers a rehearing late this afternoon. 

Members of the commission and Hal 
H. Smith, Detroit attorney, represent- 
ing Dillon, Read & Co., declined to dis- 
cuss what had transpired at the re- 
hearing, declaring they required time for 
consideration. It is known, however, 
that Attorney Smith asked the commis- 
sion for permission to list Dodge Broth- 
ers preference and Class A stock on the 
Detroit Stock Exchange.

SEEKING A BALANCE 
IN STEEL MARKET 


Output and Consumption Still 
Too Uncertain to Suit Buy- 
ers and Producers. 


FRESH DECLINES IN PRICES 


Foreign Sales In Iron and Steel Keep 
Up as Domestic Maker Fight 
Competition, Review Shows. 


The further curtaflment of the pro- 
duction of pig iron and steel ingots dur- 
ing the past week has brought the iron 
and steel industry to a point where both 
producers and buyers are searching more 
closely for signs that output arid con- 
sumption are coming into balance, ac- 
cording to the weekly trade reviews. In 
wire products and particularly in sheets, 
it is pointed out, fresh declines in prices 
were recorded and a price of 3.20 cents 
a@ pound or less has been reported for 


black sheets. 

“With the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion now running at close to 75 per 
cent. of capacity, the industry as a whole 
is doing a trifle better than 70 per 
cent.,"’ says The Iron Age. ‘‘Consump- 
tion is at a high rate, by all ordinary 
measurements, except that oil well drill- 
ing is slack and some car works have 
begum ‘aes off men. 

“The platform statistics show that the 
steel companies made a summary cut in 
April after the peak of March. The net 
loss last month was twenty-five furnaces 
—fifteen by the Steel Corporation, six 
by the independents and four by the 
merchant producers. 

“Some steel corpeniee have had a 
better run of new business in the past 
week, but that report is not sufficiently 
uniform to indicate a turn, uncertainty 
as to prices being still a large factor. 

“In the East there is evidence of with- 
held specifications, with buyers in some 
cases able to get plates at 1.90 cents 
and bars and shapes at concessions from 
2 cents.’’ 

The Iron Trade Review says in part: 
“Foreign sales of fron and steel are 
keeping up but that domestic makers 
are fighting off this competition is shown 
by the closing by a domestic maker for 
7,000 tons of cast fron pipe for Spar- 
tansburg, S. C., at $6.50 per ton under 
the French bid. The French makers, 
however, took 3,500 tons for Vernon, 
Cal. Belgian mills have taken 4,000 
tons of rails for the Southern New York 
Railways. 

“British mills have dissolved their 
price associations for the domestic trade 
because of lean markets and free com- 
petition now prevails. This action was 
forced by those .plants which had made 
large expenditures for operating effi- 
ciency. 

“The composite this week on fourteen 
representative fron and steel products 
is $38.75. This compares wi $38.77 
pe week and $39.05 the preceding 
week.

Mr. Simmons reviewed economic con- 
| ditions in the United States during the 
| last year, with their relations to the se- 
| curity market and declared that the at- 

titude of the American public toward the 
institution had proved of friendly inter- 
est and ready cooperation. 

‘‘Public criticism of the Exchange,”’ he 
said, ‘“‘as far as it has exhibited itself 
lat’ all, has been undertaken conserv- 
| atively and temperately and with a gen- 
}uinely constructive purpose. To some 
| extent, of course, such a public attitude 
|is generally felt during periods of rising 
| security prices from which the invest- 
ing public profits, while when prices 
fall and investors experience loss, a pro- 
portionate decline in the public esteem 
in which the Exchange is held, is apt 
to ensue. 

“From the standpoint of the Exchange 
itself, the extremes of either public 

| approval or condemnation are to be dep- 
| recated; the continually important task 
with us is to make the ethical and eco- 
| nomic principles upon which its organ- 
ization and its regulations are based 
more generally understood and appre- 
| ciated by the public and to make its 
services readily available to the public 
at all times.”’ 

A summary of the Stock Exchange 
campaign against fraudulent securities 
was given by the President. He said 
| that so rapidly has the idea of a con- 
| certed effort against fraud appealed to 
| business leaders that even financial and 
|}commercial London has become deeply 
interested in it. 

“If the movement can be successfully 
organized in the United States,’ he 
said, ‘‘it should enjoy in time a real 

| degree of international cooperation.”’ 


Amendments to Martin Act. 


In speaking of the ‘‘Webb-Phelps 
| amendments” to the Martin act, which 
| deals with securities, Mr. Simmons said 
|that “these amendments should consid- 
erably strengthen the original act with- 
lout endangering either the legitimate 
interests of the security business or the 


actual economic position and privileges 
|; of the investing public. 

| “The amendments have been enthu- 
siastically endorsed by the Attorney 
General of New York State, who has 
| announced his earnest intention of using 
| the utmost powers of his office and his 
specified functions under the act, to en- 
force them speedily and rigidly,’’ he 
added, 

After reviewing the activities of the 
year in detail, all of which had here- 
tofore been printed, Mr. Simmons said:

INTO WALL STREET 


Bankers Estimate That 1925 
Will Set a New Record for 
Bond Investments. 


DEMAND FROM ALL SECTIONS 


. 


Nation Turned Back $700,000,000 
of Its Savings Into New 
Issues in 1924. 


Bankers reported yesterday that more 
money was pouring into Wall Street for 
investment than at any time since last 
midsummer and that estimates based on 
the flow of wealth into the bond market 
for the first four months of the year 
indicated that 1925 would set a new 
record. 

This report is made by a number of 
Aarge institutions which captain large 
offering syndicates and bond selling or- 
ganizations. Officials of these institu- 
tions declared that dealers’ reports 
showed that there was a strong demand 
for securities in practically.every sec- 
tion of the country. 

In 1924 it was estimated that the na- 
tion had turned back $700,000,000 of its 
annual savings into new issue markets. 
This figure may be exceeded this year. 

Phe causes for the present strong de- 
mand were said to be many. For one 
thing, the United States is richer today 
than ever before. From its nearly $10,- 
000,000,000 of investments in foreign se- 


curities alone, it derives close to $700,- 
000,000 a year. A vastly greater sum is 
derived each year as interest on domes- 
tic investments. The savings made each 
year on these numerous investments are 
steadily mounting. Another reason is 
the constantly rowin appreciation 
which the general public has for se- 
curities as a means of investment. 
Bankers said there was a very genuine 
need for a sort of security back-log to 
meet the demand. Until a year or so 
ago this was furnished by Liberty 
Bonds, but the premiums now com- 
manded by Liberties make them some- 


what less attractive to individual in- 
vestors. Investment houses oor the 
present need is for a standard invest- 
ment security which could be pane on 
the shelves of dealers and bankers in 
sufficient quantities to meet the varying 
investment demands of the nation. 


ACQUIRE PITTSBURGH BONDS 


New York Concern’s Bid Gets 
$1,050,000 Municipal Issue.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 6.—Pitts- 
burgh’s credit is above par. This was 
shown upon opening bids for the sale of 


$1,050,000 worth of municipal bonds to- 
day. Seven bids were received and the 
successful bid was made jointly by 
Harris, Forbes & Co. and the National 
City Company, both New York concerns. 
They were awarded the entire issue on a 
bid of $1,080,082.50 or a premium of 
$30,02.50, 

The bonds are divided into three issues 
as follows: Funding bonds, $540,000; 
public works bonds, for street sewer tm- 
provements, $255,000; water works bonds, 
$255,000. The. bonds will bear 44 per 
eent,. interest. Several Philadelphia 
banks and bond concerns submitted bids, 
all offering a large premium.

GASOLINE PRICE CUT 


Lowers Quotation Here and in 
New England to Level of 
Texas Company. 


STANDARD IS UNCHANGED 


Eastern Market Reductions § in 


Marked Contrast to Mid- 
Continent Strength. 


The Gulf Oil Company yesterday an- 
noénced a reduction of 2 cents a gal- 
lon in the tank-wagon price of gasoline 
in. New York City, thus meeting the cut 
made by the Texas Company late Tues- 
day -afternoon. The Gulf also reduced 
rates in the New England centres where 
the Texas Company had cut its quota- 
tidns. At the offices of the Standard 
Oil Company of New York, the largest 
distributer of gasoline in this city, it 
Was stated that no action had been 
taken to meet the reductions. 

In contrast to the lower gasoline prices 
anounced in the Kast a firmer tendency 
again prevailed in the mid-continent ter- 
ritory yesterday. According to trade ad- 
vices the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey has taken all the gasoline of- 
fered by refiners at 10% cents a gallon 
in the Middle West and is now reported 
im the market for another 1,000 car- 
loads, or 10,000,000 gallons, at the same 
price. In view of the increased demand 
on the part of the larger Eastern mar- 
keting companies, mid-continent refiners 
yesterday advanced their prices another 
% cent a gallon, and are now quoting 
10% cents a gallon, with some companies 
asking 11 cents. If the 1l-cent price is 
established soon, it will be the highest 
Price touched in that section since the 
middle of March. 

The local reductions in gasoline prices 
and the further gains reported in crude 
oll production last week, due to the in- 
creased output of heavy crude in the 
Smackover field, had little effect on the 

rices of oil securities listed on the 

toc ge and Curb Market. In- 
dependent and Standard Oil stocks 
moved into new high ground yesterday 
and some substantial gains were re- 
ported compared with the closing prices 
of Tuesday. Some of the issues sold up 
to the highest levels recorded since last 
February, when crude oil and gasoline 
prices were being marked up in nearly 
all parts of the country. Oi] stocks sold 
off with the rest of the market just be- 
fore the close when profit-taking sales 
developed, due to the recent sharp ad- 
vanee, but despite this reaction, most 
this group ended the day with 

net gains. 

According to the weekly figures com- 
pled Pr. by Ze and Gas Journal of 

Okla., there was another reduc- 
tion ‘in the wes of light crude oil last 
week, while e production of heavy 
erude — increased. According to the

London Paper Calls Rate Charged

An active selling movement prevailed 
fn cotton circles yesterday which broke 
prices half a cent and left final quota- 
tions 28 to 39 points lower than Tuesday. 
When the list broke into new low 
ground, with May in New York selling 
lower than at any time since last No- 
vember, stop-loss orders were uncovered 
4n later positions which precipitated a 
running decline of $2 a bale. October 
sold below 23 cents and July below 25% 
cents without meeting sufficient resis- 
tance to halt the downward course of 
prices. A weekly weather report re- 
flecting poor to only fair progress 
in Louisiane, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia, South Carolina, Arkansas and 
Texas served to steady the market early 
in the session, but when general selling 
broke out during the afternoon, prices 
lest ground rapidly. Pressure continued 
unabated to the close. 

The first moderate resistance and price 
recovery shown in Liverpool in two 
weeks appeared during the day’s trading 
there, when old crop positions recovered 
15 English points. But new crop months 
remained under pressure, and this caused 
an irregular course of prices during 
early trading here. After opening below 
23% cents for October, moderate cover- 
ing by room traders on the prospect of a 
less favorable weekly report started a 
rally of 15 to 20 points before midday. 
Further demand for May and July, to- 
gether with a sharp advance in the 
wheat market, held quotations within a 
range of 10 points until afternoon. May 
lost about all of its discount under July, 
both months changing hands at the 
same price while ay buying orders 
were nore executed. 

When e weekly report indicating 
slow progress of the crop failed to bring 
in outside demand for cotton and the 
course of securities of the American 
Woolen Company reflected the unsatis- 
factory conditions prevailing in that in- 
dustry, holders.became uneasy. Starting 
with the execution of several large sell- 
ing orders in July, the last hour devel- 
oped the heaviest polling in some months. 
A wave of outside selling in both new 
and old crop months the last fifteen 
minutes of the session carried quota- 
tions to lowest leyels of the day.

AUTO OUTPUT SETS RECORD. 


Shipping of 420,373 Cars In April 
Reported by National Chamber. 


DETROIT, May 6 (A. P.).—A new 
high monthly production total of 420,- 
373 cars was reached in the automobile 
industry in the United States in April, 
directors of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, meeting today, 
announced. The figure was estimated 
on factory shipment reports. 

The largest month previously on rec- 
ord was May, 1923, when~the total was 


404,430. The biggest single month last 
year was March, when 303,270 cars were 
manufactured. These previous totals 
also include the Canadian output, which 
was not figured in the April, 1925, esti- 
ate. 

"Growth of suburbs and the tmprove- 
ment of farming conditions have created 
the demand which nas rfted the -auto- 
mobile sales to a new peak, Charles 
Clifton, President of the chamber, sald. 
Low prices of automobile products, now 
about 29 per cent. below pre-war prices, 
“constitute an added reason why the 
public can buy automobiles,” he said.

Under the proposed legislation, teaching 
of the theory of evolution would not be 
permitted in any university, normal 
senool or public school, supported in 
whole or in part by State funds. Any 
| teacher found guilty of violating the pro- 
visions of the act would be disqualified 
to teach in the schools of Florida.
